Boston middle-school students 
redesign City Hall Plaza 


Every Saturday morning for 10 weeks last fall, 
Cambridge intern-architect Diane Beckley Miller, 
Assoc. AIA (D’Agostino-Izzo-Quirk Architects, Inc.) 
has been teaching architecture to a group of middle- 
school children in Dorchester. Miller learned about 
the program, Citizen Schools, through her 
involvement with the BSA YouthVisions Committee. 
Citizen Schools connects volunteers in the 
community with children at six different inner-city 
middle schools. The program emphasizes hands-on, 
interactive learning and the importance of giving 
something back to the community. 


Miller’s group of apprentices endeavored to produce 
design strategies for Boston City Hall Plaza, focusing 
their energies on the famous “Walk to the Sea” from 
the Government Center MBTA stop toward historic 
Faneuil Hall Marketplace. The students developed 
schemes to make the Plaza more inviting for people 
by incorporating elements such as art, a garden, 
water fountains, a Tower Museum, a 
playground for children and a bridge over Congress 
Street. 


In December, the young apprentices shared their 
ideas with a diverse group of architects, planners, 
and teachers at the BSA. The apprentices were able 
to articulate their ideas beautifully and engaged in a 
discussion about some of the serious issues 
surrounding the project. Miller and her young 
apprentices will be presenting their work again at the 
next public meeting hosted by the Trust for City 
Hall Plaza. 


Last summer, Miller taught photography to a group 
of Department of Social Services girls at a group 
home in Somerville. She has also volunteered as a 
Big Sister for the past two years and worked with 
special-needs adoption children in the Boston area.

Interns in limbo...part Il 


The title of the article in the December Chapter- 
Letter entitled “Interns in limbo no more ?” very 
appropriately had a question mark at the end of it. It 
seems an oxymoron for NCARB to state, as the 
ChapterLetter reported, that it “will now accept IDP 
training credit from interns who can show that they 
are subject to the control of their supervisors in the 
design firm and are treated as employees except for 
tax purposes.” The ChapterLetter article correctly 
points out that there are 20 factors that the IRS 
considers crucial in determining who the employer 
is. This is called the Common Law Test or, more 
accurately, IRS revenue ruling 87-41. Most of these 
20 items boil down to “who directs and controls the 
worker”. While space does not permit listing all of 
the 20 factors [the list is available from the BSA — 
send your request with a 33¢ SASE to Independent 
Contractors/RF at the BSA], a few of the relevant 
factors concerning architecture firms that use 
temporary placement agencies should be noted: 


@ A worker who is supervised by and required to 
comply with another's instructions about when, 
where and how the work gets done is normally 
considered an employee of the firm giving him or 
her the instructions. Any form of training given to 
the individual indicates that the firm giving or 
paying for the training wants those services to be 
performed in a particular fashion, implying control. 


@ Doing the work on the employer's premises 
suggests control over the worker, especially if the 
work could be done elsewhere (such as at the 
worker’s own office or home). Furnishing of tools 
and materials and other equipment by the 
architectural firm tends to indicate an employer- 
employee relationship. 


Why should architecture firms care about this issue? 
Because the IRS expects to get its tax payments 
correctly and on time (at least quarterly) and the IRS 
has made it abundantly clear that it will get those 
taxes from whomever appears to be the employer. 
Most firms assume when they use a placement 
agency that the agency takes care of witholding of 
taxes, payment of worker’s compensation and other 
benefits. However, the ChapterLetter article reports 
that the BSA-related placement agency, Consulting 
For Architects (CFA), not only does not withhold 
any taxes or make any tax payments for any of the 
individuals it places at Boston-area architecture 
firms, CFA also has won both federal and state 
rulings making it clear that CFA is not the employer 
and does not pay the taxes related to employment of 
temps. 


The obvious result of these rulings is that someone 
else is responsible for making those tax payments. 
Architecture firms using a placement or employment 


agency that does not withhold taxes or provide 
worker's compensation (and possibly even retirement 
benefits) are setting themselves up for a possible IRS 
audit. This could lead to the requirement to pay 
back-taxes and penalties, not to mention other 
potential liability issues related to ERISA, 
discrimination or injuries on the job. Recent court 
decisions — such as the highly publicized MicroSoft 
case, the Department of Labor suit against Time 
Warner and the Pacific Gas & Electric case in 
California — are all related to wrongfully classifying 
workers as independent contractors and have wide- 
reaching ramifications for companies who use temps. 
If you are using so called “contractors” or temporary 
staff you should be certain they are either bona-fide 
self-employed individuals paying their own quarterly 
taxes (including self-employment taxes) or that the 
agency you use is withholding and paying those 
required taxes. Otherwise, the IRS may very likely 
come to you looking for those tax payments. 
Although not impossible, it is unlikely that a co-op 
student or recent graduate is truly set up as a self 
employed individual. 


My firm also offers architectural placement services 
but we withhold all required IRS taxes and pay 
worker's compensation premiums. Over 90% of the 
individuals we place are treated as W2 employees 
with all required taxes withheld from their 
paychecks. The other 10% are self-employed 
individuals who must provide documentation to us 
demonstrating that they are truly self-employed. For 
example, if they are incorporated, pay quarterly 
taxes, carry worker's compensation, have their own 
retirement plan, work for more than one firm or 
have their own employees, my firm most likely will 
accept them as self-employed after signing a detailed 
contract. We are happy to sign off on IDP training 
certificates for interns we place. Rather than putting 
the burden on the employer or the employee, we 
take on that responsibility ourselves which, although 
more costly for us, ultimately provides what we 
believe to be greater value to architecture firms.

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Designers are providing 
due-diligence expertise 


Several months ago I completed a due-diligence real- 
estate assignment for a large international financial 
facility. The assignment included analyses of 
construction lending, mortgage loans, schedules, 
construction monitoring, environmental assessment, 
etc....4.¢, a complete real-estate due-diligence 
assignment. The original pro forma, which painted a 
very attractive picture of the project, was modified: 
the construction estimate increased, the schedule 
lengthened, immediate repair costs went up, 
replacement reserve numbers increased, and 
environmental problems increased in number, cost 
and risk. The overall “net present value” (NPV) 
went negative and the financial facility decided not 
to be a part of the project. 


More recently I received a call from the project 
promoter. He wanted to know just what made due- 
diligence engineers and analysts ‘Real-Estate Gods’ ! 
After a two-hour phone conversation, we decided to 
meet over lunch to talk about the project and real 
estate in general. The meeting was more than I 
bargained for: in attendance were the financial 
facility EVP (she flew in from Europe for the get 
together), the developer (a major international 
player), the architect (more big names), the 
developer's lawyer, and the construction manager. 
Lunch started at 12:30 pm, went on to 4:00 pm, 
and was followed up by another get-together at a 
local hotel; we went home at 1:00 am in the 
morning. The result — still a negative NPV and a 
project with all types of risks for the financial facility 
and the development team. It was decided that the 
architect and design team would most likely not 
receive full payment for the design work, that the 
construction manager would have to reduce her fee 
by 75%, that the environmental work budget would 
have to be increased by 400%, and that the equity 
partner might lose 80% in the deal. The real-estate 
team and the financial facility moved on to another 
project; it was a great team...the project was 
wrong ! Two days later I volunteered to drive the 
financial EVP to the airport; we had an interesting 
conversation about the due-diligence, financial and 
real-estate world in general...the conversation went 
something like the this: 


The real-estate business has two main players: the 
financial facilities or the ‘guys and gals’ with the cash 
(call them the Money GGs), and the real-estate asset 
team or the ‘gals and guys’ with the expertise to 
develop, construct, manage, buy, sell, etc. a built 
environment product...call them the RE GGs. Now 
the Money GGs know a lot about finance and 
money, know a little about real-estate, want to invest 
in real-estate, and want to make a fair return on 
their financial investments. The RE GGs know a lot 


about real-estate, a little about finance, and want to 
build something; they also need what the Money 
GGs have...money !_ The RE GGs never come to 
the Money GGs with a losing project...every project 
is a winner...every project has a positive ‘net present 
value’...every project will make all team members 
winners. If this were the case, the world would be a 
far different place from what it is today; we would 
have wall-to-wall, coast-to-coast buildings, roads, 
parking lots, bridges, tunnels, etc. Mother Nature 
might still exist...perhaps at the bottom of the 
Atlantic or Pacific. 


How do you do a proper analysis of built 
environment projects ? How do you avoid stopping 
the entrepreneurial push of the Real Estate GGs ? 
How do you avoid bankrupting the Money GGs ? 
So much analysis to do...so little time to do it...so 
many questions ! This is the world of the due- 
diligence engineers and architects...call them the 
DD A&Es. DD A&Es are not the “gods” of the 
real-estate business; they are not “deal-busters” and 
project disrupters. DD A&Es are simply architects 
and engineers with lots of experience in the “built 
environment” world. They know a little about a lot 
of things, might have advanced degrees in real-estate, 
economics, business, architecture or engineering and 
generally have over 20 years of experience on RE 
GGs' teams. 


DD A&Es are the technical ‘eyes and ears’ of the 
financial facilities (the Money GGs). Every real- 
estate deal cannot be a solid one; DD A&Es bring a 
separate, fresh perspective to the real-estate deal- 
making table; they look at many issues, including: 


@ environmental concerns of the Money GGs (i.¢., 
asbestos, PCBs, lead paint, oil spills, polluted soils, 
etc.) 


@ construction budgets...are they too high ?...too 
low? 


@ construction schedules...too much time ?...not 
enough time ? 


@ quality of the ‘built environment’ product...will it 
last for 35 years ?...2 years ? 


@ immediate repairs...what is needed now to bring a 
property up to the Money GGs' standards ? 


@ reserves...what is needed over the evaluation 
period to keep the property running ?...a new roof 
in year 5 ?...a new boiler in year 8 ?...a major 
overhaul of the sewage plant pumping system in 
year 7? 


@ construction draw requests from the RE GGs...$2 
million is submitted; is there $2 million of 
construction in place?...stored off-site ?...is there 
enough in the account to complete the 
construction if the RE GG runs into trouble ? 


@ change-orders...what are they ?...are they within 
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“Client Advisor”

@ construction schedule during the draw period...is 
the project on schedule ?...behind schedule ?... 
perhaps a little overtime work can bring it back on 
schedule ? 


@ routine maintenance...what is it ?...what is the 
cost ?...who is doing it ?...who is not doing it ? 
..-what is the impact on reserves for no 
maintenance ? 


@ other...what other issues are ‘hot buttons’ for the 
Money GGs ?...get the list !...follow-up !...keep 
the Money GGs informed ! 


The “built environment” world is changing daily. 
Equity investors, conduits, CMBS firms, REITs, 
banking-insurance firms, pension investors, rating 
agencies, FOREX traders, hedge funds with or 
without the “hedge”, real-estate mutual funds — the 
list goes on and on and on — are now members of 
the project teams. 


RE GGs, Money GGs, and DD A&Es are also 
members of these teams; they are the leaders in this 
new “built environment” world. Their world is one 
of winners and losers and their goal is to have all 
winners and no losers. The reality is more like 98% 
winners and 2% losers. There are no real-estate or 
“built environment” “gods” in this complicated, 
highly volatile world...only team players with a 
vision of successful projects.

Tony Platt 


The recent and sudden death of Tony Platt (see next page) left 
an empty space in my life. 1 can no longer pick up a telephone 
and get friendly advice or an honest opinion from the man who 
served the Boston Society of Architects so well for so long. No 
longer can I cooperate with Tony on some pie-in-the-sky projects 
that we, the professional dreamers, used to get involved in. We 
both had high hopes for Russian perestroika, we both hosted 
architects from the former Soviet Union and have been their 
guests. Our hopes were dashed but our experiences live in the 
minds of our friends. For the sake of urban improvement we 
both labored in many charrettes and competitions. Some 
architecs consider their profession a life-long mission, or “a state 
of mind” as Corbusier put it so aptly. Such an attitude can 
sometimes be a vehicle for success, more often — a heavy 
burden, an honorable cross that we carry through our lives. 
Tony Platt, who carried the cross so patiently, just fell under its 
weight. My shoulders, and those of many of my fellow 
architects, feel the pressure.

Avoid asbestos surprises 

Our office is serving as Asbestos Project Designer Consultant for 
an engineering firm designing a renovation to plumbing, heating 
and ventilation systems in a large public institution. The scope 
of work includes the replacement of air-handling units, 
ductwork, heating lines and domestic water lines in four wings of 
the facility from the basement to the third floor. We have been 
involved with asbestos-abatement issues in this facility on 
previous occasions and are familiar with the conditions. The 
engineering firm (prime designer) and our firm were advised 
prior to the start of the fieldwork that all of the asbestos thermal 
system insulation that existed on the ductwork and piping in the 
basements had been removed by a licensed asbestos-abatement 
company and that the work had been monitored by an asbestos 
consultant. 


Upon entering the basements, we observed residual suspect 
asbestos-containing material (ACM) on piping and ductwork and 
evidence of poor cleaning. We asked that the asbestos consulting 
firm that had performed the asbestos monitoring be contacted 
immediately to determine if the residual material was ACM and 
if the floors had been properly cleaned. We also suggested to the 
engineers and public agency officials that they keep their own 
personnel out of the basements until the monitoring firm could 
confirm the conditions. Subsequently, we received a letter from 
the asbestos consultant confirming “very small amounts of duct 
insulation (ACM) remained between two ducts”...and “two 
small pipe fittings were also observed to be covered with ACM.” 
The letter went on to note that “the ACM is limited in area and 
does not pose any more risk to anyone entering the rooms than 
the normal presence of ACM in a mechanical room.” We took 
umbrage with the asbestos consultant's position since the public 
agency assumed the basements had been fully abated and had so 
instructed their engineers. Our observations were that a 
significant amount of ACM rigid-board duct insulation remained 
sandwiched between ducts, between ducts and ceilings, and 
between ducts and foundation walls, which would have been 
released onto unsuspecting workers when the scheduled 
demolition of the ductwork ocurred. In addition, we suspected 
that the dust on the concrete floors might contain asbestos 
fibers, which would become airborne as soon as workers and 
equipment arrived on site and that the threat probably would 
exceed the OSHA standards. We asked the agency to direct the 
asbestos consultant to return to the site to take additional tests to 
confirm whether or not the areas were safe for the design team. 


We then received another letter and laboratory test results from 
the asbestos consultant that confirmed the presence of asbestos 
fiber in 17% of the samples taken of the floor dust in the 
basements. The letter also confirmed our findings of failure to 
fine-clean ACM insulation from ducts and pipe fittings. 
Interestingly, ambient air sampling using phase contrast 


microscopy indicated < 0.01 fibers/cc in the air, in spite of the 
asbestos dust on the floors and in spite of the ACM that had 
been missed on the ducts and piping; < 0.01 is the EPA 
acceptable level. As a consequence of the new findings, the 
basements were added to the scope of work for complete 
abatement. 


The lesson for all designers is to take a good look at what you are 
disturbing on any renovation/demolition project and be sure to 
verify the adequacy and extent of any previous asbestos 
inspections and/or previous asbestos abatement work before you 
run the risk of contaminating yourself or your consultants or the 
workers and/or occupants of the facility. You are still responsible 
if your work releases asbestos fiber and contaminates others or 
escapes from the work site.

Tony Platt FAIA 


Anthony C. Platt FAIA, founding principal 
of Platt Anderson Freeman in Cambridge, 
died suddenly in early December as he and 
his wife, Nancy Goodwin AIA, were walk- 
ing to a BSO concert. Tony Platt was born 
in Washington DC and received his profes- 
sional degrees from Penn State and MIT. 
He served on the Cambridge Historic 
Commission, the Mid-Cambridge Neigh- 
borhood Conservation District Commis- 
sion (which he co-chaired), the Avon Hill 
Conservation Commission (which he 
chaired), and the Citizen's Advisory Com- 
mittee to the MDC for the planning and 
construction of riverfront parks in the lower 
Charles River Basin. He worked with 
Finegold Alexander + Associates before 
leaving to establish his own firm. Platt was 
a pioneer in the fields of urban design, his- 
toric preservation and adaptive reuse. His 
early work included the adaptive reuse of 
Boston's Old City Hall, H.H. Richardson's 
Union Station in New London, the Chart 
House Restaurant in the former Gardner 
building on Long Wharf and he was the 
author of the Charlestown Navy Yard 
masterplan. He also designed the renova- 
tion of Building 36 in the Navy Yard. 
More recent projects include the renovation 
of the Chart House after a fire, adaptive re- 
use of the Cheney Building at Dimock 
Community Health Center, design of the 
Gifford School in Weston and the Eagel 
House Senior Center in Lunenburg. Plate 
was also well-known in the U.S. architec- 
tural community for his leadership in the 
creation of Build Boston, the 14-year-old 
BSA convention and tradeshow perceived 
nationally as the premier event of its kind 
in the U.S. Plart’s contributions to the 
BSA have been extraordinary; among other 
things, he served several times on the BSA 
Board of Directors and, as Treasurer for 
four years, he guided the BSA through the 
Recession of the early 1990s. An architect 
of enormous intellectual curiosity, Platt was 
also an avid gardener, birder, model-rail- 
roader, and amateur astronomer. At a me- 
morial service in Mt. Auburn Cemetery in 
December, Platt’s colleagues praised his ex- 
ceptional generosity, his commitment to 
the community, and his contagious opti- 
mism. In addition to his wife, Nancy 
Goodwin AIA of Finegold Alexander + As- 
sociates, he also leaves two sons, Randy 
Platt of Somerville and Kevin Platt of Los 
Angeles, and his brother Andy and his 
mother Helen, both of Virginia. The Tony 
Platt Scholarship Fund has been established 
by the MIT Department of Architecture 
and Planning for those wishing to remem- 
ber an exceptional colleague and friend.

All those who knew and admired Dennis 
Scott were devastated by his sudden, 
tragic death in late November after being 
struck by a hit-&-run driver. As friends, 
architectural colleagues, and coworkers at 
Prellwitz/Chilinski Associates in Cam- 
bridge, we all miss his special presence. 
Dennis grew up in New Jersey and at- 
tended the School of Architecture at 
Syracuse where he developed a heart-felt 
focus on sustainable design. After gradu- 
ating, he spent the next few years in San 
Francisco working for architects and as a 
free-lance builder. He was particularly 
adept and interested in building every- 
thing from furniture and cabinetry to re- 
modeling residences. He moved to the 
Boston area with his wife Elizabeth in 
1995 when he began work with 
Prellwitz/Chilinski. His projects in- 
cluded several multi-family residential 
developments in Cambridge and 
Somerville, a Cheesecake Factory restau- 
rant in the Cambridgeside Galleria, and 
he was proud to be project architect for 
Settler’s Green, a new retail development 
with carefully crafted wood detailing in 
North Conway, New Hampshire. Re- 
cently Dennis designed a fanciful group 
of food outlets in Miramar, Florida, 
which included abstracted “banyon trees” 
and an outdoor concrete-top bar for 
which he was famous, having perfected 
the construction techniques on his own 
kitchen in Cambridge. Dennis’ commit- 
ment to sustainable architecture is leg- 
endary — his concerns for a global 
awareness were integrated into his think- 
ing from environmentally sustainable 
communities to the use of “green” prod- 
ucts. He philosophized about our role as 
citizens of the earth by quoting Thoreau: 
“What is the use of a house if you 
haven't got a tolerable planet to put it 
on?” He was a man of true integrity 
with an understanding of and commit- 
ment to what he believed in that seemed 
to go well beyond his 30 years. Dennis 
was a great Papa to his daughter, Sadie, 
often seen riding high on his shoulders. 
Dennis and his wife Elizabeth contrib- 
uted time and energy to Sadie’s pre- 
school where a memorial “gathering of 
community” was held in late November. 
A fund has been established for the Scott 
family in memory of Dennis. Contribu- 
tions may be made to Elizabeth Scott, 
c/o Prellwitz/Chilinski Associates, 221 
Hampshire St., Cambridge 02139.
